He called on the federal gov­ 
ern m en t to relieve the states’ 
long time welfare burden, to 
lead 
the way to compulsory 
health insurance and provide the 
revenue sharing to help state 
governments through their pre­ 
sent economic crises. At the 
same time he said states must 
assum e the cost of financing 
public education to ease mount­ 
ing local property tax es. 
Local governments must be 
realigned along regional bound­ 
aries, Rockefeller said. He added 
that if New York City is to 
survive, it must be decentral­ 
ized. 
“ We arc working our way

Rockefeller told t h e 
joint session of the Assembly 


and Senate. “ It is a time for 
consolidation of past gains, a 
time for new perspectives and 
a time to adjust to the vast 
changes taking place in bur 
world."

“ laundry list" of administration 
proposals, Rockefeller confined 
his recommendations to four

—An ex panded work release 
programs, and furloughs for in­ 
mates as major items for prison 
reform. He also called for more 
black and Puerto Rican guards, 
and a Citizens Observer Panel 
to oversee correctional facilities. 
—Approval of a no-fault auto­ 


mobile insurance plan he pre­ 
dicted would lower premiums 25 
per cent a y ear. Such a plan 
would mean that "every accident 
victim will be compensated for 
substantially all ex penses and 
losses promptly - without having 
to go to court," he said.

A 
Coast Guard craft was author 
ized to fire across the Russian 
vessel's bow, but got it back 
into custody with no shots fired 
in a four-hour chase through 
the ice-choked Bering Sea. 
The Lamut, flagship of an 80 
ship Soviet fishing fleet, was

The Soviet stern traw ler Kol

seized the ships Monday night 
for alleged violation of the U.S. 
12 mile contiguous fishing zone 
near St. Matthew Island, about 
200 miles west of the Alaskan 
mainland. 
The two vessels were boarded;

moored together for unloading.

Supreme Court’s first full look 
at Northern school segregation 
may provide some temporary 
solace to Southerners who feel 
they have been singled out un­ 
fairly for stern busing orders.

14 can give one of the Democatic en­ 
trants the clout he needs to make the 
primary circuit pay off big for him or 
it can be the graveyard to several of 
the aspirants.

He is the only 
candidate who is said to have decided 
on entering all 22 states primaries.
